The Election 


Once again it is our privilege to preface the Annual Record 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company with a 
brief commentary on the state of affairs nationally and inter- 
nationally during the Captain’s year. 


It is not our intent to interpret the affairs of the day, 
but rather to record a few items of our times that may be of 
interest to those who peruse these records in years to come. 


During the Fall Elections there was a strong Democratic 
tide and in 1958-1959 two new stars were added to our flag. 
Alaska became the forty-ninth state and Hawaii became the 
fiftieth state. 


With the death of John Foster Dulles, the Honorable 
Christian A. Herter, a member of our Company since 1953, 
was appointed Secretary of State and became a_ leading 
world figure. 


Rockets continued to be top news and to the chagrin 
of most Americans, the Soviet Union launched a moon rocket 
that succeeded in photographing the moon’s far side. We did, 
however point with pride to the trip of our submarine Nautilus 
under the North Pole. 
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A surge of government spending routed the business re- 
cession that we had suffered during the previous year, and 
the business outlook became brighter. 


A bearded rebel named Fidel Castro overthrew the gov- 
ernment of Cuba, and his projected radical reforms created 
a dubious situation in Latin America. 


The American public was shocked to learn the television 
programs involving quiz contestants were rigged, and pre- 
sumably learned character with encyclopedic minds were in 
fact briefed in advance, and given the answer to quiz ques- 
tions. The United States Congress undertook an investigation 
which led to a widespread investigation of business morals. 


Our Company, as usual, enjoyed a good year, and as 
always, thanked the Almighty for His Blessings.

ANNUAL FALL FIELD TOUR OF DUTY 


Pretiminary Prannine CoMMITTEE 


Masor Watrer T. Anzonr 


Detailed arrangements involving planning a Tour of 
Duty overseas are very complex, and, at times, there are 
problems which are almost insurmountable. Many important 
details and problems had to be settled almost a year in ad- 
vance of the scheduled trip. 


This Fall Tour was the third venture of its kind. It was 
deemed wise to set up a so-called “Planning Committee” as 
early as possible in order that plans could be formulated 
early and completed without undue haste. 


With the permission of the Captain Commanding, Captain 
Walter G. Murphy, a Planning Committee was set up consisting 
of Major Walter T. Anzoni, Chairman; Colonel Thomas J. 
Carty; Captain Augustus J. Migell; Lt. Col. Earle R. Barnard : 
Major Allan Roy Kingston; and Lt. Anthony F. Viola. All 
of these gentlemen had had some previous experience with 
foreign travel and it was thought that, with such a repre- 
sentative group, a successful Fall Tour of Duty could be 
arranged. 


The first meeting of the Committee was held on 29 October 
1957. Prior to that meeting, Committee members had been 
requested to present a proposed tour covering the area from 
Lisbon, Portugal; Barcelona, Spain; Nice, France; and Lon- 
don, England. All of the Committee members submitted their 
individual recommendations and the net result was a layover 
in Lisbon, Portugal; approximately six days at Rome, Italy 
and three days at Nice, France. A tour which would be in- 
teresting and pleasant for all who were to participate.

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It was agreed that contact should be made with the Under 
Secretary of State, Christian A. Herter; Major General Edgar 
C. Erickson, Chief of the National Guard Bureau; and, The 
Honorable Manlio Brosio, Italian Ambassador, for the express 
purpose of determining what, if any, assistance might be avail- 
able to us. 


On 20 January 1958, the Planning Committee went to 
Washington, D.C. Suffice is to say it was a most gratifying trip. 
On Monday, the delegation went to the Italian Embassy with 
Dr. Lucio Cecconi, who had been assigned to handle our prob- 
lems by the Italian Ambassador. Dr. Cecconi, assistant to 
Gabriele Paresce, Press Councilor for the Italian Embassy, 
was more than cordial and most anxious to be of assistance to 
us. The following matters were discussed at this time: 


1. Advisability of parading Rome. This question was 
raised in reference to the Communist disturbances. 


2. Parade in the American Cemetery in the Anzio- Nettuno 
area, 


3. Receptions — The Italian Government and City of 
Rome. 


4, Annual Fall Field Tour of Duty Banquet, and the 
possibility of having it held in one of the many old Castles and 
Villas in Rome. 


5. The following list of names of people to whom invita- 
tions to the Annual Banquet should be sent: President of the 
Italian Republic; members of the College of Cardinals; the 
various Cardinals and Archbishops residing and available in 
Rome at the time of our visit, and a select few of the other 
military and civic officials. This list approximated 50 guests. 
We were also informed that an invitation should be forwarded 
to the Cardinal Archbishop of Rome asking him to give the 
Invocation and the Ranking Protestant Clergyman being asked 
to give the Benediction. 
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6. An official invitation to visit the City of Rome was 
discussed and it was agreed that this invitation would be forth- 
coming. 


7. Special arrangements for clearance by customs officials 
would be made. 


8. The Committee should supply the Italian Embassy 
with five copies of an abbreviated history of the Company, 
translated into Italian. A brief history was subsequently written 
and translated by a professor at Boston College. 


9. Dr. Cecconi suggested that the following books be 
read: Four Centuries of Italian American History, by Giovanni 
Schiavo; and, The Congressional Record 55-56, containing 
names of Italians who have contributed to American History; 
principally, “Filippo Mazzei — A Friend of Jefferson.” 


10. We were asked to supply the Company Yearbooks of 
Col. Carty and Capt. Migell to the Embassy. 


Turspay 21 January 1958 


Visit with Major General Edgar C. Erickson, Chief of 
the National Guard Bureau. Through the efforts of Major 
General William H. Harrison, Adjutant General of Massa- 
chusetts, we were most cordially received by General Erickson; 
who had, on very short notice, secured representatives from the 
office of Chief of Information, Department of the Army, ready 
and waiting for us upon our arrival at the Pentagon. We dis- 
cussed our problems with them and were informed that they 
would be able to do the following: 


1. Handle the arrangements at Anzio-Nettuno Cemetery. 


2. The Assistant Military Attache at Rome would be 
detailed to assist us. 


3. We would have the services of an American Military 
Band for both parades. We would also have contingents of 
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American and Italian servicemen participating in both parades. 


4. Colonel Frank Carter Norvell, Deputy Chief of In- 
formation represented the Services. He stated that everything 
possible would be done to make our visit most pleasant. 


5. General Erickson was extended an invitation to be our 
guest on our Tour and he accepted with pleasure. 


Tuerspay 21 January 1958 


Visit with Under Secretary of State Mr. Christian A. 
Herter. After having been ushered into the Office of the Under 
Secretary with a great deal of cordiality, the Secretary ap- 
peared to be more than pleased to see all of us. Mr. James D. 
Crane Italian Desk Officer, was requested by the Secretary to 
sit in with us during this visit and we were informed of the 
following: 

1. Parades in Rome and Anzio would not be a problem. 
Military Attache in Rome would be assigned to handle our 
endeavors through Ambassador Zellerbach. 


2. The United States Information Service would appre- 
ciate another distribution of The American Bookshelf. 


3. The possibility of meeting Princess Grace of Monaco 
was discussed and it was agreed to let us know if this could 
be arranged. 

4. The Italian Embassy requested the Under Secretary to 
send a personal note to the Italian Ambassador, expressing 
his interest in our visit, in order to expedite our efforts on the 
part of the Italian Government. 


5. Mr. Herter informed us that we would be the recipient 
of letters from both the President and Secretary Dulles. 


As a result of this visit, all of us on the Committee were 
elated with the prospects of our venture. 
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During the following months, much correspondence was 
carried on by Major Anzoni and the many principals involved 
with our Rome tour; some of whom included: His Eminence 
Francis Cardinal Spellman of New York; His Eminence, Rich- 
ard Cardinal Cushing of Boston; His Excellency Jeremiah F. 
Minehan, Auxiliary Bishop of Boston; His Excellency Martin 
J. O’Connor, Rector of the North American College in Rome ; 
The Reverend Paul D. Collins, Church of the Resurrection, 
Brussels, Belgium; he Reverend Gerardus Beekman, Rector 
of St. Paul’s Within the Walls; The Honorable James D. 
Zellerbach, American Ambassador to Italy; The Honorable 
Manlio Brosio, Italian Ambassador to the United States; 
Major General Edgar C. Erickson; Major General Philip D. 
Ginder, Headquarters First Army, New York; General Arnal- 
do Forgiero, Director of the Castel Sant Angelo, Rome; Col- 
onel Frank C. Norvell, Department of the Army, USA; and 
The Reverend Canon Charles Shreve. In addition to these 
people, much correspondence was carried on between the vari- 
ous hotels and transportation groups. A most important con- 
tact was Mr. Maynard Hutchinson, Port of Boston Commission. 


The American Consul at Nice, France, as a result of Mr. 
Herter’s request, made arrangements for the Company to be 
received by the Mayor of Nice. 


Invitations were also extended to all Honorary Members 
of the Company and to the Officers of the Honourable Artillery 
Company of London to join with us on our Tour. 
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THE THREE HUNDRED TWENTY-FIRST 
FALL FIELD DAY TOUR OF DUTY 


Report or Faust Frevp Day Committree 
Lr. Raupu L. Garrerr 


As prescribed in the By-Laws, a pre-trip Committee 
leaves in June of each year to make first hand arrangements 
at the actual site of the Fall Tour. Experience has shown that 
the myriad details incident to a successful trip can be best 
planned on the spot. 

It became apparent early in the spring that we would 
require three air craft and this meant nearly one hundred 
more travelers than we had ever had before. 

With this in mind, Captain Anzoni doubled the size of 
the usual committee. 

The prescribed group consisted of the Captain, Major 
Walter T. Anzoni; First Lieutenant, Lieutenant Colonel Rich- 
ard P. Sullivan; Adjutant, Major General Otis M. Whitney; 
and Assistant Paymaster, Lieutenant Anthony F. Viola. 

Traveling at their own expense were Sergeant Anthony 
P. Denly, Jr., representing the travel agency ; Sergeants Leo F. 
Madden and Calvin W. Clayton, representing the 1958-59 
Sergeants ; Michael Racioppi, a native of Italy; and Lieutenant 
Ralph L. Garrett, Company Clerk. 

Colonel Sullivan submitted a minute by minute report 
of the Pre-trip work, and if any Comrade believes the planning 
trip is a lark, he should read this report. 

Every second of the day is occupied with meetings, inter- 
views and the pursuit of public and ecclesiastical figures, and 
believe the Committee when they assure you that many Euro- 
peans can be elusive and procrastinating. 
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Fortunately we had the whole-hearted support of the 
U.S. Embassy, and many good friends in the American mem- 
bers of the Roman Catholic Church, so that the Committee 
completed its work in the allotted time. 


The Committee was particularly grateful to Major Tom 
Reynolds and Lieutenant Colonel Stewart Real of the Embassy 
Staff and Bishop Martin J. O'Connor and Mons. Joseph E. 
Emmenegger of the North American College in Rome. 


At the conclusion of the pre-trip work in Nice, the Com- 
mittee broke up returning home individually, but Captain 
Anzoni and Lt. Col. Sullivan returned by way of England, 
where they spent several hours in London as the guest of the 
Honourable Artillery Company. 


Lt. O’Connor was a guest at the H.A.C. Guard Mount 
held in honor of the Queen in Hyde Park. 


All members felt that the success of the fall program was 
assured. 


As the final day approached and the trip was oversold, 
it became necessary to send the excess subscribers by commer- 
cial airline. Comrades who could help in further preparatory 
work were selected, such as General Pereira, Lt. Viola, Lt. 
Chagnon and the Clerk, Lt. Garrett. 


A week before the Company was due there were always 
half a dozen Ancients entering or leaving the lobby of the 
Hotel Excelsior, as they rushed here and there about Rome, 
checking on final arrangements with the Embassy, the Church, 
U.S. Information Service, and tourist agencies. 


Back home, on 1 October, Governor Furcolo presented 
the Company a new State Flag for the trip, and baggage was 
received and checked at Faneuil Hall, and at last D Day 
arrived.

According to schedule, the Company was conducted on 
an historical tour of the City of Rome in the morning. 

The Captain Commanding Major Walter T. Anzoni and 
Lt. Cmdr. John A. Volpe went to the Vatican where they were 
both very warmly received. The purpose of this visit was two- 
fold: Lt. Cmdr. Volpe took this opportunity to say hello to 
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several old friends; and, in addition we went to discuss the 
Papal Audience being held the following week. 


At noon, the Minister of Defense received the Company 
at the Bernini Palace in the name of the Italian Government. 
This was a most colorful affair as the Bernini Palace is one 
of the oldest State Buildings in the City. Here it can be said 
that truly the red carpet was laid out for us. 


We walked into the main entrance of the Bernini Palace 
and, from the time we started to go up the stairs to the re 
ception hall, we were treading on crimson carpet, laid down 
for this particular occasion. Serving as escorts were lackeys 
in knee breeches and white jackets — reminiscent of the 
Renaissance period. 


The walls and halls of palace reception room were painted 
from floor to ceiling with all types of murals depicting the 
grandeur and past of ancient Rome. The tables in this re- 
ception hall were heavily laden with refreshments; and, 
His Excellency the Honorable Antonio Segni, Minister of 
Defense was on hand to welcome us and to extend the greet- 
ings of the Italian Government. 


The afternoon was spent continuing on with our tour of 


the City of Rome. 


At 6:00 P.M., the Captain Commander, along with Lt. 
Anthony F. Viola and Lt. Cmdr. Volpe and the Reverend 
Father Lawrence Brock journeyed to the Villa Nazareth to 
spend some time with the Msgr. Dominico Tardini, Papal 
Seeretary of State. This particular visit is one which will 
always be remembered. 


The Villa Nazareth is a pet project of the now Cardinal 
Tardini. It is an orphanage conducted by the Sisters of Char- 
ity; a community of nuns who are all from the United States, 
in the general vicinity of Cleveland, Ohio, and whose maiden 
names were something like Callahan, Sullivan, etc. This or- 
phanage is a boys’ home and their ages range from 7 to 17. 
They speak excellent English because, for two hours cach day, 
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they spend all of their time reading, speaking, and writing 
English. 

We shall never forget going into the music hall of the 
Villa Nazareth — not knowing what was going to happen— 
and, just as we opened the door, we heard the choral group 
singing “The Star Spangled Banner” in such crystal-like tones 
that chills went up and down our spines. 

After completing our tour of the villa and taking many 
pictures we left to join the Company journeying to the re- 
ception at the Villa Taverna given by the American Ambassador 
James D. Zellerbach who makes his residence here. 

The Company was moved by motor coach to the Villa 
Taverna. We unloaded outside of the gates of the park sur- 
rounding this most beautiful villa. Having arrived ahead of 
schedule, we took the opportunity to march to the residence 
itself. The Ambassador and Mrs. Zellerbach could not have 
been more gracious, Food and refreshment were plentiful; and, 
after approximately a three-hour visit, the Company departed 
for its return to the Hotel Excelsior.

Following the service at Santa Susanna, the Company 
moved to the American Protestant Episcopal Church of St. 
Paul’s Within the Walls. Here the Reverend Canon Charles 
Shreve conducted the morning service. The Reverend Shreve 
had previously been the Rector of this church. Lt Ralph L. 
Garrett, Company Clerk, read the lesson. 

Upon conclusion of the services at St. Paul’s, the Com- 
pany returned to the Hotel and the balance of Sunday was 
open time. : 

The Captain, along with the Staff Officers and Adjutant

The Company was awakened at 0600 hours. Breakfast 
was served at 0680, and 0700 the Company was assembled in 
the ballroom.

John A. Volpe in both the 
English and Italian language was most inspiring. 

When our exercises were concluded, approximately one 
hour of free time was given to all to tour this historic battle- 
field cemetery. 

During the luncheon, the Captain Commanding was in- 
formed that His Holiness Pope Pius XII had suddenly taken 
a bad turn and was not expected to survive. This was a heavy 
blow to all of us as the climactic part of the entire trip was 
the Papal Audience scheduled for the following morning at 
1030 hours at the Castel Gandolfo. The Captain immediately 
made contact with the American Embassy to verify the in- 
formation and was advised to continued on with our activities 
as planned. 

Assembly was scheduled for 1400 hours. Promptly the 
Company met in the foyer of the hotel and were moved by motor 
coach to the Piazza Quirinale. Here again we were met by a 
large delegation of the Carabinieri in their colorful full-dress 
uniforms. 

The parade was quickly formed and at 1500 hours com- 
menced the march to the Vittorio Emanuele Monument — The 
Tomb of the Unknown Soldier of Italy. Here Company Front 
formation was assumed. The Captain, accompanied by the 
wreath bearers, climbed the 104 stairs to place the wreath at 
the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier. Major General Reginald 
V. Maurer was complimented on the stirring address he gave 
both in English and Italian. 

The parade moved to the rear of the monument upon con- 
clusion of the exercises. 

We again boarded the motor coaches for transportation 
to the Campidoglio — City Hall — where a reception was 
tendeyed by the City of Rome. The Chief of Protocol from 
the Mayor’s office, Minister Renato Silenzi, received us since the 
Mayor was seriously injured in an accident the day previous. 

The Campidoglio rests on the ruins of the old Temple of 
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Jupiter. It is a museum in itself. All of the Roman ruins, the 
Roman Forum, the Arch of Titus, are all in the rear of this 
building and much time could be spent touring in it. 

At the conclusion of the reception, the Company returned 
to the Hotel Excelsior in preparation for the Annual Fall 
Field Day Tour of Duty Banquet.

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Caprais Anzont: Gentlemen, be seated. The gentleman 
who is being called upon to respond to the Toast to the City 
of Rome is an old friend of most of us. Three years ago we 
had the good fortune of entertaining both him and Mayor 
Rebecchini, the then Mayor of Rome. At this time, gentlemen, 
it is my pleasure to introduce to you the Minister of Protocol 
of the City of Rome, representing the Mayor, the Minister of 
Protocol Renato Silenzi. 


Minister Smenzi: Your Excellencies the Ambassadors, 
I may say, friends and comrades, because I too am an old 
soldier, an old officer of the First World War, I shall begin 
with a story of myself. I am not especially proud of it. 


Many years ago, I was First Secretary at the Embassy 
in Washington. My Ambassador was Prince Cactani. Once he 
sent me to Philadelphia to represent him because the Consul- 
General in Philadelphia was leaving to return to Italy. The 
Toastmaster, the Mayor of Philadelphia, at the end of the 
dinner asked me to speak. It was my first speech in a foreign 
language. I was rather young — for it was many, many years 
ago, I must say. Well, I made my speech, and at the end I 
thought it was a mess. On the contrary. The Toastmaster said, 
“Well, Mr. Silenzi, I wish that many Americans were able to 
speak in public in a foreign land and do as well as you have 
done here this evening.” I was very pleased with his remarks: 
but many years have passed since then and my English is not 
so good these days. So I ask your permission to read my 
official speech. 


Your Excellencies, Captain Commander, members of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, this evening I have 
the honor of representing the Mayor of Rome. He, as you already know, 
is unable to be present this evening at this friendly gathering, due to 
an unfortunate accident, 


It is a great privilege for me to be amongst you on this occasion, 
especially so, as sincere friendship and affection, and even now of 
relationships bind me to your great country. Your city and your state 
are particularly dear to me, even more so as I visited it many years 
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ago, and lately was your guest with the late Mayor of Rome, the 
Hon. Salvatore Rebecchini. 

Neither to me nor to the Administrators of the Capital who have 
delegated me to represent them cannot be ignored the long tradition 
of glory, heroism and sacrifices which has gratified for centuries your 
sacred land and has given an enormous importance to this very great 
and noble Company. This Artillery Company which dates its origin back 
to 1638 has as its coat-of-arms the heraldic motto “FACTA, NON 
VERBA” — facts, not words. In fact, how many great historical events 
have been won and surpassed by your particular Army? From the 
colonial battles between England and France, from the end of the 17th 
to the beginning of the 18th century until the great War of Independ- 
ence, irradiated the bravery, the spirit of sacrifice and the glory of 
Massachusetts. 

From this State was born the first sign of revolt and their land was 
bathed in the sacred blood of her heroic sons. “FACTA, NON VERBA’— 
facts, not words. History marches on, and events follow events. The 
Civil War called you again to the battlefields and again called you to 
the war against Spain, and ultimately to the last two World Wars. 

How many years and what heroism to reach the present greatness 
and well-being of your United States. To this greatness and to this 
well-being your Company has widely contributed during the three 
centuries of its illustrious history. 

Rome, which has always jealously guarded the sacred fire of liberty 
and independence, is proud this day to welcome the veterans of such 
noble cause. In the person of my humble self, but interpreting the 
sentiment of the Mayor I wish to you all, to your families, to your 
glorious Company and to your great Nation well-being and peace. I hope 
that the friendship between our two countries will always remain united 
and sustained by the same ideals of liberty and democracy.

Caprain Anzont: Gentlemen, I believe before we go any 
further that a word of thanks should be spread around a 
little bit to some of the very fine gentlemen and people who 
have done their utmost to make this trip a most successful 
and pleasant one. We have, as an able assistant to the 
American Ambassador, a fine person. A gentleman who has 
given of his best to work with us and to be with us and who 
has helped us no end, the Military Attaché who is sitting on 
the floor, and I will ask him to stand and take a bow: Colonel 
Crawford. Another very fine gentleman who has come down I 
think, all the way from Verona and I think he has had a good 
time doing it too. He has been promoted since I was here in 
June and unfortunately an old friend of his apparently is not 
going to make the trip. I would like to call on Lt. Colonel 
Stewart Real to take a bow. 

The next gentleman I believe is perhaps one who has 
lived with this project since last April. He has worked and 
worked and worked — like all Majors simply because all 
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Majors do work. You do not begin to rest in the Service until 
the gold has turned to silver. This gentleman has done a won- 
derful job for us, the Assistant Army Attaché, Major 
Tom Reynolds.

Carrout-Anpina: Gentlemen, it is a great honor for me to 
be present at this gathering of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts and to have our Boys’ Towns, an infant 
organization, associated with such a distinguished and historical and 
wonderful group that has done, throughout the centuries, so much for 
the world. But, perhaps it is not so strange after all, because we all 
believe that from the young people must come the future of the world, 
and that is why so many people here present have done so much 
for the children of Italy. 

If we had been at this Hotel fifteen years ago, as we walked out 
the main entrance, we would have seen a couple of little shoe-shine 
boys sitting on the right-hand side. One, I remember, is called Michele, 
and he was one of the children left homeless because of the tragedy of 
war. And today we have gathered here in this Hotel which has seen a 
great deal of the history of the last World War. 
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We have gathered here in fellowship and optimism for the future 
of the world, and a part of that optimism is the upbringing of the 
young people and their growth in brotherhood and in democracy. Next 
spring, we will inaugurate the Massachusetts Building in the Boys’ Town 
of Rome — which is the ninth Boys’ Town which has been built in 
Italy — and the Massachusetts Building which has been created by the 
citizens of Massachusetts, will fly the flag of the great Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts and will remain for many centuries as a monument to 
the sentiments that animate the men and women of that State. 

And I hope that many of you tomorrow may be able to come, 
tomorrow morning, to visit the most recent Boys’ Town — the Boys’ 
Town of Rome — and the Massachusetts Building under construction 
and we will indeed be happy — I speak in the name of the boys — we 
will be happy to see you there. Incidentally, this evening, though the 
building is not finished, the first group of boys came in and this eve- 
ning are sleeping there for the very first time in the one room which 
we have been able to get ready in that building. So, at nine o'clock 
tomorrow, I have been informed, there will be buses leaving the Hotei 
to go to Boys’ Town, Rome. 

Thank you, and God Bless you. 


Caprain Anzontr: Gentlemen, there will be buses available 
tomorrow morning for those who desire to go to visit Boys’ 
Town of Italy. The buses will be at the Hotel at 9 o’clock. 

Another clergyman at the Head Table — a Bostonian — 
representing His Excellency Bishop Martin J. O’Connor, Rec- 
tor of the North American College, who is unable to be here 
this evening, is the son of Doctor O’Hare of Boston. As you 
know, through the efforts of His Eminence Francis Cardinal 
Spellman, Bishop Jeremiah Minchan, Colonel William Croskery 
and Lt. Commander John A. Volpe, a Special Private Audi- 
ence had been scheduled with His Holiness Pope Pius XII for 
tomorrow morning.

John Hill was with the original 
group who visited Boston in 1987. He was one of those to 
welcome the Company to England when we went to London in 
1954.

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SPEECH BY LT. CDR. JOHN A. VOLPE 
DELIVERED IN ITALIAN AND ENGLISH 
AT 
AMERICAN CEMETERY, ANZIO-NETTUNO 
ITALY 


OCTOBER 6, 1958 


It is, indeed, fitting that we come here today, America’s 
oldest military organization on this the 320th Annual Fall 
Tour of Duty to pay tribute to the Americans who gave their 
lives on this foreign shore so the world and all its peoples 
might remain free from tyranny. 

We owe a great debt to these men — and women, too — 
for there were numerous nurses in the various Armed Services 
who died in the great battles of the landing of the Allied 
Forces at Anzio in 1944 during World War II. 

This beautiful cemetery is the final resting place for 
8000 identified dead and some 3000 more Americans who could 
not be identified. All were serving in some branch of our 
Armed Forces — Army, Navy, Air Force and Marine Corps. 

Let us give pause to reflect on what might have hap- 
pened if these gallant patriots had been unwilling to make 
the supreme sacrifice. What would have happened to Italy 
and to America? We know what has happened to the other 
countries and peoples enslaved by Communist, Godless Russia. 
But for the heroism of these dead whom we honor today we 
should not know freedom as it exists in our great countries. 

It is virtually impossible for all the fathers, mothers, 
wives, children, and sweethearts of these honored dead to 
come here in person. We are proud, the more than 200 members 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company making this 
pilgrimage, to act in their stead in this brief memorial serv- 
ice. We are privileged to act for them in decorating the 
graves here at Anzio. We think also of the other American 
Cemetery at Florence, where 5000 more are entombed. 
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I have deep personal interest in these two cemeteries. 
While the construction company of which I am President did 
not participate in the building of this one at Anzio, a great 
deal of the construction work at the Florence Cemetery was 
done by our organization through the branch office we main- 
tained in Rome. 

My Brother-in-Law, Anthony Benedetto, now of Boston, 
served as resident engineer during the construction of this 
cemetery. Visiting him here on two occasions gave me oppor- 
tunity to follow the building of this splendid project of 
which all Americans can be justly proud. Certainly it is a 
ela setting in which these heroic comrades lie side by 
side. 

In behalf of a grateful America we pay tribute to our 
dead by decorating the graves in this cemetery and also the 
tomb of the Unknown Soldier in Rome, representative of all 
who gave their lives in battle that Italy and the United States 
might remain free from Tyranny. May their souls through 
the mercy of God rest in peace.

REGINALD A. MAURER 
DELIVERED IN ITALIAN AND ENGLISH

VICTOR EMMANUEL MEMORIAL 


ROME, ITALY 
OCTOBER 6, 1958 


We are assembled here today to pay tribute and to 
honor the soldiers of Italy. Their military fame and their 
devotion to duty endures as do the honors that they have 
won. The glory of their deeds is written indelibly in the his- 
tory and hearts of their Native Land. The sacrifice made and 
the battle won, they find their reward in the security of the 
land they fought to preserve. This beautiful memorial is 
a fitting tribute to them and an inspiration to the present 
generation and to those to come to dedicate themselves to 
maintaining the peace and freedom for which these brave 
men gave their all. This ceremony is a solemn occasion. It is 
rich in significance and dedicated in purpose. It is appro- 
priate that we should be here and that this should be an im- 
portant part of our visit to this wonderful country. The 
people of the United States feel a strong bond of friendship 
to the people of Italy. This is the birthplace of the parents 
of many of our members and some present active members 
were themselves born here. I am indeed pleased that so many 
of them were able to make this journey and be here today. 

It is a significant fact and a basic truth that the deeds 
of man influence the course of history. That the great de- 
termining factor is man himself. Whether his efforts be di- 
rected in war or in peace his will is dominant. In the military 
by the nature of its requirements the greatest importance is 
attached to human values. It recognizes man as the basic ele- 
ment of military strength. Success or failure is measured by 
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what man does or fails to do. Skilled and courageous men are 
a vital ingredient of national strength. Whether on the land 
on the sea or in the air there never will be a machine that 
has courage or that understands the principals for which 
it is fighting or that can provide inspiring leadership. Ma- 
chines are man’s servants not his masters. 

The great advancement and development in modern mis- 
siles and nuclear weapons has given man a machine of tre- 
mendous power. The vast number of its potential uses for 
peaceful purposes far surpasses the single use for devastating 
destruction. Whether war or peace the ultimate weapon is man 
himself; upon his determination, skill, stamina, and courage 
rests the accomplishment and the realization of the principles 
for which he stands. 

So let us here accept the sacred obligation that has de- 
volved on this generation and on us. Let us apply ourselves 
to the objectives of peace. We can win no more laurels. The 
brave men we honor here today have done that for us, but 
there remains to us a great duty of defence and advancement 
in the cause of peace. Let us advance in the Arts of Peace, 
in the works of peace, and in the deterrents to war. Let us 
develop our resources and our relations with all mankind. 
Let us cultivate the true spirit of harmony and see whether 
we also in our time can perform something worthy of being 
remembered. Let us hold to the spirit and determination of 
these brave men of the past and make their accomplishments 
a vibrant part of the future. Let us extend our ideas over 
the whole vast areas in which we are called upon to act. Let 
our time and generation be a monument, not to aggression 
and terror, but to wisdom and to peace. 
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THEY GUARD THE POPE 


An extract from an article on the Swiss Guard as written 
by Anton Gahlinger which appeared in the Knights of Colum- 
bus Magazine Columbia, February, 1958. 

There is no corps of soldiers that has a record of loyalty 
and heroism longer and more glorious than that of the Swiss 
Guards of the Vatican. For centuries they have been the watch- 
dogs of the Holy Father. And today, in their ancient costumes 
and ancient arms and ancient loyalty, they still stand guard 
over the Vicar of Christ and His possessions. 

The Swiss Guard in the Vatican is to be envied. The his- 
tory of Rome convinces him of the invincibility of the Church. 
Why is there a guard at the Vatican and why is the guard 
Swiss? 

Up until 1870 there was a Papal Army; and, that the See 
of Peter might be independent of all nations, the sovereigns 
of Christendom had from time immemorial bestowed territories 
upon the Popes. 

The men of the mountain and forest country of Switzer- 
land had long been famous for valor and fidelity. The halberd, 
or combined pike and battle-ax, was a part of their armament; 
and so was the two-handed sword. With those weapons, five 
hundred years ago, the peasant and townsmen of that natural 
fortress of central Europe had met foes far better trained 
and armed — masses of the fully equipped fighters of the 
time, steel-clad knights and their companies of feudal re- 
tainers. It was these mountaineers who scattered Austrian 
armies at Morgarten and at Sempach, and who resisted and 
stopped the Burgundian invasion. With such men to serve their 
country and make the struggle for freedom, Switzerland in 
the 14th century achieved her independence from Austrian 
rule, and became a Confederacy — a sort of miniature United 
States. After that period, various kings and princes of Europe 
employed Swiss soldiers for their bodyguards, but without 
the brilliant uniform that distinguishes the Papal Guard. 

The idea of the Swiss Papal Guard came very early out 
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of the fact that Pope Julius II, in his political and diplomatic 
activity, largely employed Switzers as couriers; and his pred- 
ecessor had in his time an alliance with the new Swiss Confed- 
eracy. At the beginning of the 15th century, the “offensive 
and defensive alliance” having ceased, it was agreed that 
Switzerland should supply to the Pope and his successors a 
guard of 150 soldiers. On the twenty-second of January, 1506, 
they marched through the Porta del Popolo into Rome. 


Immediately, the Guards were assigned to duty in all 
important enterprises of Pope Julius II. They formed a 
permanent central body, serving as nucleus for a larger army 
when additional troops were needed. Such an opportunity oc- 
curred in 1512, when the life of the Pope and the possessions 
of the Church were in grave danger. At that time, 18,000 Swiss 
defeated, in a series of battles, all the enemies of the Church. 
In gratitude, Julius II bestowed on the Swiss in perpetuity the 
title “Protectors of the Liberty of the Church” and sent two 
large banners with his coat of arms. 


The first Commander was Gaspard von Silenen of Uri, who 
led the first 150 over the Swiss mountain passes and down into 
Italy. He held the rank of Captain-Colonel of the new Swiss 
Guards, until 1517. In that year he took command of a force 
of three thousand Switzers raised for the service of Pope Leo 
X. He lost his life in the same year, when they were ambushed 
at Rimini, in the wars of that tempestuous time. 


Max Roust, of Zurich, succeeded to the command of the 
Pope’s Swiss Guard; and he too was killed, with all his 
fellow-officers and most of the men in the fight before St. 
Peter’s, in 1527, when Rome was stormed and sacked by the 
Imperialist army under the Constable de Bourbon. The build- 
ing of the great Basilica was then in progress, but as it had 
begun from the western end, the front of the old Basilica was 
still standing the atrium and the forecourt. It was there that 
the Swiss Guard barricaded themselves and cut off all access 
to the person of the Pope or to the Shrine of St. Peter. For 
six hours they defended the place “with an incredible valor’. 
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At the end of that time, the barricades were forced; but the 
Pontiff — Clement VII — had escaped to the Castle of St. 
Angelo, His flight covered by an escort of 42 of His Switzers. 
The rest were massacred, dying to a man in front of St. Peter’s. 

Switzerland was now divided by the trouble and strife 
of the Reformation, and 22 years went by before the Swiss 
Guard was reconstituted in Rome. Then, in 1548, Pope Pius 
III again obtained men from the Catholic Cantons. A very re- 
markable man, Jost von Meggen of Lucerne, brought them 
to Rome. Besides the native German of his part of Switzer- 
land, he spoke Italian, Spanish and Slav, and read Greek and 
Latin. He had traveled in Turkey, Palestine and Persia, and 
in after days the account of his travels was written by his 
grandson, Jost Segesser von Baldegg, who succeeded him in 
command of the Vatican Swiss Guards. 

It was Melchior Lussy of Unterwalden, formerly one of 
the officers of the Swiss Guard, who was then acting as Am- 
bassador of the Catholic Cantons to the Council of Trent, who 
offerred to send, if necessary, a force from Switzerland for 
the protection of the Council. The Guard has always been 
faithful to its tradition: “Loyalty in life — fidelity unto death”. 

In the struggle for the independence of the Holy See, 
Switzerland took a very prominent part. Volunteers served 
in a rifle corps, and in the famous Pontifical Zouaves. At Men- 
tana, the Swiss rifles covered the flank of the victorious ad- 
vance; and, Colonel Allet was a Switzer commanding the corps 
of the Pontifical Zouaves drawn from all over the world, when 
the last stand was made under the banner of Pius IX on 
September 20, 1870. 

In normal times there is no lack of prospective recruits. 
The candidate must be born a Swiss citizen. He must be a 
practicing Catholic, enjoy an excellent reputation and come 
from an honorable family. He must be between 18 and 25 
years of age and have gone through Swiss military basic 
training. He must possess full physical and mental health and 
stand at least five feet eleven inches tall in his stocking feet. 
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He must not engage in outside employment and he may not 
marry while he is in the service of the Pope. Only the officers 
can be married. 

Guards at the Vatican remain in service from one to 20 
years. They are under no obligation to remain for any definite 
time. If a guard leaves the service after 10, 15 or 20 years, he 
receives a life-time pension. A paid corps of men, they do not 
serve for pay. 

The Swiss Guard watches five gates: (1) the Portone di 
Bronzo (2) The Carlo Magno (3) Zecca, the former mint of 
the Vatican (4) The Sala — the lobby of the Papal Palace 
(5) St. Anna — where the parish church of the Vatican is 
located. 

The uniform of the guard is very colorful. The formal 
dress in the three heraldic colors of the Medici popes (red, 
yellow, blue) is the costume of the 16th century mercenaries, 
perhaps slightly adapted to the palace service by Raphael or 
Michael Angelo. It consists of a doublet of yellow and blue 
stripes with two red slits on the breasts. The red sleeves, puffed 
on the upper arm, are covered with yellow and blue ribbons. 
The tight lower part of the sleeve, which is also striped 
yellow and blue, shows red cuffs on the wrist. The red baggy 
breeches coming down over the knee are also adorned with 
yellow and blue stripes. Yellow and blue cloth gaiters and black 
shoes, a white ruff, and a blue 16th century-style beret com- 
plete the uniform. On Sundays, a black helmet with red plume; 
on special days a helmet of white metal in the style of the same 
century is worn instead of the beret. Normally the Guard on 
duty wears the formal uniform. On special holidays and at 
the reception of sovereigns, a steel cuirass is added.

The speaking program was typical of past Washington’s 
Birthday Banquets, with puns and good humor flying thick 
and fast. : : 

Bishop Minihan entertained with a series of witty stories, 
and political figures among the speakers were most entertaining. 

Mayor Hynes was at his best, but he injected a serious 
note by asking permission to “pass the hat” for a Roxbury 
family, who had lost four of their five children in a fire the 
previous Saturday. Permission was granted, and the “hat” 
contained $350.00. 

The customary gift to the Governor was a new set of 
golf clubs. It seemed that our Past Commander, Colonel Thomas 
J. Carty, had recently played golf with the Governor and 
said in his opinion the Governor’s clubs looked like a bag of 


old broom handles. 
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Governor Furcolo, in expressing his thanks, congratulated 
the Ancients on their foresight in purchasing them before the 
Sales Tax went into effect. This was a reference to the Govy- 
ernor’s controversial tax bill, then before the Legislature. 

Incidentally the bill never did pass. 

Captain Anzoni delivered the George Washington tribute 
which follows. 

Today we commemorate the 227th birthday of a man who faced the 
greatest challenge confronting an individual assuming the office of Presi- 
dent of these United States. 

His was the task to solidify the breeding and to inculcate in the 
minds of the people of his time, the very spirit and zeal to carry 
out the basic principles outlined in the Declaration of Independence: 
That document proclaimed, for all Americans: “That all men are created 
equal; That they are endowed by their creator with certain unalienable 
rights: Life, Liberty and the Pursuit of Happiness. That, to secure these 
rights, governments are instituted among men, deriving their just powers 
from the consent of the governed; That, whenever any form of govern- 
ment becomes destructive of these ends, it is the right of the people 
to alter or abolish it — and to institute a new government — laying its 
foundation on such principles and organizing its power in such form, as 
to them shall seem most likely to effect their safety and happiness.” 

Washington, the Civilian Soldier, able administrator, and, endowed 
with a firm conviction in his beliefs and desires to make the Colonies 
strong and free, gave his utmost to rear the Colonies into a United Nation. 

Although he was not a signer of the Declaration of Independence, it 
can be truthfully said that Washington was “drafted” to fill the position 
of leader of his time. Through the long, hard years of the Revolution, 
and, in spite of the lack of equipment, money, supplies, and, at times, 
even men, his rugged, determined nature inspired him to carry on 
the fight for freedom. 

Despite political opposition accusing him of wanting to be King, 
his zeal pressed him ever-onward to firmly implant in the Colonies the 
document which would forever keep America strong and free: “We, the 
People of the United States, in order to establish a more perfect Union, 
exercise justice, insure diplomatic tranquility, provide for the common 
defense, promote the general welfare, and secure the blessings of liberty 
for ourselves and our posterity, do ordain and establish this Constitution 
for the United States of America.” This dauntless spirit has prevailed 
down through the succeeding years.

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Looking back in retrospect, the wars in which this country has 
been engaged have been those of a defense of the unalienable rights of 
man: The War of 1812 — Freedom of the Seas. The War Between the 
States — Preservation of the Union. Spanish-American War — To Re- 
lease the Irons of Foreign Ownership. First World War — To Preserve 
Democracy. Second World War — Freedom for All Mankind. The 
Korean War — A Continuing Episode with Dictatorial Forms of Gov- 
ernment. 

Such has been the course of American History. Such has been the 
course established by our “Founding Father”. From the first President 
of these United States on, the American Spirit has been one of Freedom. 
If this freedom is to prevail, we must be ready immediately to rise to 
its defense. In the words of President Eisenhower: “America is great 
because she is good; and, when she ceases to be good, there no longer 
will be the need for her existence.” 

After the Captain’s address, the Dinner was concluded 
with a Benediction offered by visiting Chaplain Allan Col- 
thurst of the Honourable Artillery Company of London, Eng- 
land.

Lieutenant Colonel Fred Kimball Rogers was born in 
Boston on August 4, 1887, the son of Timothy O. Rogers and 
Harriet M. (Nickerson) Rogers. He was the tenth generation 
descendant of Thomas Rogers, who arrived on the Mayflower, 
and his membership in the Society of Mayflower Descendants 
was always a source of great pride to him. 

In 1910, he married Merrill G. MacKinnon. He was the 
father of three sons, Otis Wendell, Frederick Wesley, and 
Clifton Mason, all of whom survive him. After living in Milton 
for a number of years, he moved to Quincy where he resided 
with his family for more than thirty years. 

In 1927 he established the building appraising and super- 
vision of building construction business which bears his name 
and which he conducted until the time of his passing. 

His hard work through the years and his diligent applica- 
tion to sound business principles brought success. His firm is 
considered the foremost of its kind in New England, and its 
dealings continue to reflect the integrity and character of 
the founder, 

His deep interest in civic affairs and humanitarian en- 
deavors was evidenced by his active participation in many 
civic and patriotic organizations. Some of his affiliations were: 
Milton Lodge AF & AM, Dorchester Chapter Royal Arch 
Masons, St. Omer Commandery, Boston Council Royal and 
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Select Masters, Taleb Grotto, Aleppo Temple, Royal Order 
of Jesters and Massachusetts Charitable Mechanic Association. 
He was also a member of the Master Builders’ Association 
of Boston, The Association of Independant Insurance Ad- 
justers, and the Massachusetts Hotel Mens’ Association. 

An ardent yachtsman, as some of the members who en- 
joyed sailing with him can testify, he loaned his craft, “The 
Baltic,” to the United States Coast Guard for the duration 
of World War II. 

Admitted to membership in the Company on May 14, 1928, 
he rose through the various offices to Captain Commanding in 
1942. His administration was marked by many accomplish- 
ments which brought credit and honor to the Company. 

One of the highlights was the Flag Raising, which took 
place on October 3, 1942. This flag, 12 x 20 feet, was the per- 
sonal gift of Colonel Rogers. It was presented to the City of 
Boston in the name of the Company and was suspended on 
heavy cable, stretched from Faneuil Hall to the Quincy Mar- 
ket, where it flew continuously for the duration of World 
War II. This was believed to be the first time that the 48-star 
flag of our country was displayed in that area. 

Probably the outstanding event of his administration was 
the presentation to the Company of an ambulance to be used 
by the Headquarters and Service Company of the Massachu- 
setts State Guard, which was comprised of members of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. Funds for the 
purchase and for the maintenance of this ambulance were pro- 
vided by individual donations of 96 members of the Company. 

As a Past Commander, his interest in Company affairs 
continued unabated. He was an enthusiastic member of the 
Ten-Of-Us Club, and he served conscientiously to preserve and 
expand the Company’s assets during his long term as a mem- 
ber and as chairman of the Board of Trustees of the Perman- 
ent Fund. 
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He was the first to hold the office of assistant secretary in 
the Society of Past Commanders, and the fourth to hold the 
office of secretary. In these capacities he also served honorably 
and well. 

In 1956 he was appointed Chief of Staff to the Com- 
manding Officer. Against the doctor’s orders he made the 
preliminary trip to Belgium to assist and advise the Captain 
Commanding in making arrangements for the Fall Tour of 
Duty. Unfortunately, because of serious illness, he was pre- 
vented from participation in that Tour of Duty.

Although his duties sometimes became arduous because of 
his failing health, his great love for the Company inspired 
him to carry on courageously and conscientiously without 
complaint. 

He was a man of courage, a patriotic man, a dedicated 
Ancient. His nobility of nature and kindness towards his fel- 
low men will ever be an inspiration to those who were priv- 
ileged to know him. 

We shall miss his ready smile, his advice, and his many 
contributions to the “Good of the Country.”

The last time that a 
complete labeling of the exhibits was accomplished was during 
the year 1909; 50 years ago. Now, each exhibit is being named 
and described on a label instead of just bearing a reference 
number. This project is about 80% completed. 

Major Graham has accepted the assignment of examining 
and re-locating the books in our Library. 

Of the amount of $1,365.00 allotted to this committee 
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for its use during the past fiscal year, the total sum of 
$269.74 was spent for three mahogany bookcases and a 
wrought iron railing installed in the Library, mimeographing 
the inventory and making up the plastic labels for the ex- 
hibits. A fortunate purchase, at public auction, of three 
bookcases from an estate, saved the Company about $450.00 
from the amount allotted for this purpose. An unspent balance 
of $1,095.26 is turned back to the General Fund. 

The Century Box, located in the vaults of the Statler 
branch of the Second Bank — State St. Trust Company was 
examined by Lt. Colonel Swett and Major Grinfield-Coxwell 
and was found to be in good order with the seals intact.

A lot of members wonder what The Ten of Us Club means. 
To give them a brief resume required a bit of research. The 
Ten of Us Club dates back to those “Handlebar Mustache 
Days,” and to go further into the archives we find that on 
22 February 1896 the original Ten of Us Club had grown into 
an Association. The purpose for which said corporation was 
constituted was set forth as: “for the establishment and 
maintenance of a place for social meetings and to promote 
social amusement among its members”: 
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The Ten Original Members were:

Three members, at the time of a visit from the Honourable 
Artillery Company of London, threw in $1000 each to main- 
tain a special party at the Old Revere House twenty-four hours 
a day during the visit, and boy, “did they have fun.” They 
had so much fun that they decided to make this get-together 
a regular part of the Ancients’ tradition. 

The first meeting of the Ten of Us Club was held on 
Thursday 30 April 1896. The charter was issued on 5 May 
from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. The celebration on 
5 May 1946 making the Fiftieth Anniversary was one long 
to be remembered. Growing from a committee “to promote the 
entertainment of the Honourable Artillery Company when 
they visited the City of Boston” and, after having raised many 
many thousands of dollars for such purpose, the Ten of Us 
Club has continued on never failing to promote social amuse- 
ment amongst its members.

JOINT RESOLUTION 


. “To provide for investigating the feasibility of establish- 
ing a coordinated local, state, and federal program in the 
City of Boston, Massachusetts, and general vicinity thereof, 
for the purpose of preserving the historic properties, objects, 
and buildings in that area.” 

In line with this resolution, a Committee was formed 
known as: “The Building Committee”. This Committee was set 
up to explore the possibility and feasibility of acquiring the 
entire Faneuil Hall Building for the exclusive use of the 
Company. 

Captain Augustus J. Migell Captain Commanding on 11 
June 1956 appointed the following to serve on the Building 
Committee: Col. Thomas J. Carty, Chairman; Brig. Gen. 
Fred E. Pereira; Col. Charles W. Mitchell; Col. Earle R. 
Barnard; Lt. Col. Fred K. Rogers; Major Walter T. Anzoni; 
Lt. Thomas P. Dillon. This Committee met on many occasions 
with the Congressional Committee, headed up by Senator 
Leverett Saltonstall and CPO Mark Bortman, member of 
the Committee and Mr. Danzberger. Mr. Mark Bortman was 
chairman of the Federal Boston National Historic Sites 
Commission with headquarters in the Federal Building, Boston. 
During the course of the year much time was spent in discuss- 
ing the possibility of Faneuil Hall being selected and approved 
as a National Historical Shrine. 

Captain Walter G. Murphy reappointed the original 
Committee members in 1957. During the course of the year, 
meetings were held with the Boston Art Commission at Faneuil 
Hall. The members of the Art Commission included: Mr. Vin- 
cent P. _Robinson; Mr. Nelson Aldrich, Chairman of the 
Commission; Mr. Patrick J. McGinnis; President of the Bos- 
ton & Maine Railroad; Mr. Lee Gates, Assistant to Mr. Mc- 
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Ginnis; Mr. Paul H. Hines, Director of Celebrations of the 
City of Boston and Mr. Danzberger. It was noted during the 
year that there was some duplication of efforts on the part 
of Committees working for the same purpose. This included 
a committee of our Company, the Boston National Historical 
Sites Commissison. 

Every effort was made to secure two things; first: that 
the occupancy of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany would be understood by all concerned to be in perpetuity. 
Second, that a large-scale promotional plan be made to ob- 
tain financial support from Local and Federal communities 
for the raising of funds for the restoration of Faneuil Hall. 
In connection with this, a report was submitted from Ketchum, 
Inc., entitled: “Study of Fund Raising Possibilities for the 
Restoration and preservation of Faneuil Hall”. This Com- 
mittee was joined in its efforts by the University Club of 
Boston, since that organization had made this project one 
of its main Civic activities. 

The Building Committee was reappointed again by Major 
Walter T. Anzoni, Captain Commanding and every effort was 
again made to further this project. The following editorial 
published by the Boston Sunday Herald on 10 August 1958 
expresses completely the feelings regarding this Historical 
Shrine, “Birthplace of American Liberty”: 


COLONIAL DEATH TRAP 


Fancuil Hall is a potential death trap, a fire hazard, a 
steadily decaying structure. These are the facts that the 
committee of five recently appointed by Mayor Hynes “to 
ponder the future of the Hall” have been required to face. 
With but one rickety staircase leading to the upstairs meet- 
ing chamber, Faneuil Hall could be making history again 
some day, a grim and terrible history. 

Public attention has been focussed on the exterior of 
Faneuil Hall, which undoubtedly needs laundering. But while 
controversy has seethed about the market and the litter it 
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creates, an even more pressing and perilous issue has risen 
in the current rickety state of the Cradle of Liberty. 

Faneuil Hall demands multiple entrances; it needs two 
elevators; the front entrance should be restored; the defective 
wiring must be replaced; the unsightly marquee should be 
eliminated. 

But the cost of all this, it has been estimated, will range 
upwards of $250,000. 

The City of Boston cannot be expected to foot this ex- 
pense. But to demolish Faneuil Hall because funds are not 
available for the purpose is unthinkable. The Hall presently 
is a glaring menace to life, a lovely Colonial booby trap, yet 
it must be saved. 

The National Fire Protection Association, in a prelim- 
inary report, has pointed out the menace that Fancuil Hall 
now presents; and on August 20 the Mayor’s committee will 
present its recommendations for saving this monument to 
America’s freedom. Any recommendation, however, is con- 
tingent upon finances. 


There are two possibilities, though, that should relieve 
the City of this additional burden. One is to save the Hall 
by private subscription. This can be done in a professionally 
operated fund-raising campaign with the backing of leading 
citizens and the public. 

The other way, if private means fail, is through Federal 
protection. Institutions such as Faneuil Hall do not come 
under the provisions of the National Shrine Commission, but 
if federal legislation could be enacted through the efforts of 
the Massachusetts Congressional delegation, Faneuil Hall 
could be considered a national shrine. 

Just this week, in New York, Grant’s Tomb was placed 
under national auspices. Surely Faneuil Hall is as significant. 
Every effort should be made to save the Hall in Massachusetts 
by private means; but if private subscription fails, the claim 
of Faneuil Hall to national recognition should be pressed 
vigorously and without delay. The condtion of Faneuil Hall. 
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as the new government center comes closer to realization in 
Scollay Square, is alarming.

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THE SERMON 


Tue Reverend Harotp T. HANpiey 


As Chaplain of the Lexington Minute Men, I have been the guest 
of your Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, for some twenty-one 
years at this June Day gathering, and it is a high honor to my company 
and a rare privilege to me to be able to speak to you today. 


Lest you be concerned that I am going to try to combine twenty 
years in a single sermon, I assure you that I have but a single idea, 
illustrated by a single person and based upon a text of Scripture. 
The single idea is the idea that life is lived in detail, step by step, bit 
by bit, person by person, and not in a great, overall, large generalization. 


The person is Lieutenant Matthew Fontain Maury, of whom I 
will speak later, and the text of Scripture comes from the Thirteenth 
and Tenth verses of the Twenty-Eighth Chapter of the Book of Isaiah— 
“The Word of the Lord shall come to you precept upon precept, precept 
upon precept, line upon line, line upon line, here a little and there a 
little.” 


If you were to go over into the garden of the cemetery of Christ 
Church — the Old North Church — you would find there a monument 
erected to the memory of Matthew Fontain Maury, 1806-1873, with 
the very brief title beneath it: 


“Pathfinder of the Seas.” 


Now it may seem very extraordinary and yet very appropriate that 
we should honor here in Boston in this notable place, a son of the Con- 
federacy — one whose life was spent almost entirely in the South 
and not in the North, and one who is known as a great son of the 
Confederacy. In fact, if you should go to school by chance in Virginia, 
you would find that you had a holiday on January 14th, which is 
the birthdate of Matthew Fontaine Maury. 


It seems particularly appropriate on Memorial Day that we should 
so honor him because, in addition to being a Son of the Confederacy, 
he was also a fine figure nationally and one who has a message for 
our time. He was born in Virginia, he came to sea and became a mid- 
shipman and also became interested in science and then, in the early 
days of the nineteenth century, he went upon a cruise — a cruise like 
so many of those in that century, a three years and a half affair for 
science — trying to find out something more about the mysteries 
of the seas. 


Lr. Anruony F. Viowa, Assistant Pay Master 
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in addition to being a good man in the Navy of the United States of 
course, in studying the sea and one of his first books — one of the 
first scientific books published by an officer of the military in the 
United States — was published by him in 1835. This book deals with 
the currents and tides and their effects upon life. 


Then this part of his career was very nearly ruined in an amazing 
casualty — the sort of casualty that you do not expect with the mil- 
itary, but which sometimes happens with both the military and the 
lay people. When he was in a stage coach accident he nearly lost a leg, 
but it was saved. He was, however, crippled for life, and remained lame 
for the rest of his life. 


There was a question of whether he should retain his naval com- 
mission or whether he should be ordered from active service and it was 
finally decided that he should be placed at the Bureau of Charts in 
Washington, which is of course now the Bureau of Naval Observation. 
It was here that he began his real work for mankind. 


In 1855 he published — and this you will note is a little over a 
century ago — a book which is in a sense the bible of oceanographers 
and hydrographers. It is a book that deals with the charts and charting 
of the ocean harbors and rights. This basic book was practical. It was 
a book that allowed you, for example, if you were going on a clipper 
ship which took a hundred and eighty days approximately, to do it in 
about eighty days less. It helped people to realize that there was a 
possibility of a cable connecting the continents, for he proved in this 
book and then in further studies that there was indeed a submarine 
cliff upon which could be erected an Atlantic cable, and which was 
the basis for that cable. 


Then, at the height of his fame and interest and service to the 
military, there came the war between the States. He immediately re- 
signed his commission and became a commissioned officer in the Con- 
federate Navy. He was not assigned to active duty but was sent 
rather to England where he spent three years as a sort of purchasing 
officer for the Confederacy. 


He served well. He served as well as anyone could serve under 
the difficulties of blockade and the difficulties of misunderstandings 
abroad and at home. And he would have, as did others in the Con- 
federate Forces, received his honorable discharge after the hostilities 
ended, except that there was one of those difficulties which can fre- 
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quently occur — that by “red tape”, those who were abroad were not 
granted the amnesty that was granted to General Lee and to others 
in this country. So that he found himself, as did others who served 
the Confederacy abroad, in a rather doubtful position so far as our 
country was concerned. 


He then went tc Mexico where he became head of the Naval 
Observatory, and there he also began a system of immigration in order 
to grant refuge to those of the Confederate service and also of the 
country, who wished to go there. Pardon was eventually granted and 
he was restored in his later years and lived out his life as Professor 
of Physics at the Virginia Military Institute. He is a man who gave 
his life to the detail and study of the oceans. And if you might sup- 
pose that in this day we are in a space age and not in an oceano-graphic 
age, may I recall to you the fact that many of our scientists today do 
believe that if we are behind in our scientific explorations it is in this 
very important field of oceanography. 


Indeed, we are still operating submarines, and, more than that, 
we are concerned with that which, after all, encompasses much more than 


our life on land — the life in the sea, which has already given us but 
little of the gold that lies therein. 


We must be conscious, indeed, of the detail not only of our harbors, 
but of our seas; of the seas of the world. This pioneer has given us 
the lead in this direction. We, as individuals, so frequently talk of 
love and justice when we should talk rather of living day by day, 


hour by hour, minute by minute — for our government, for our country 
and for our fellow men. 


We talk too seriously sometimes of the great general principles 
and forget that our lives are made up of details. 


Will you remember with me this day, as we remember those who 
have been our comrades and who have gone to the larger life, that 


they are not men en masse, who have amassed years of service, but 
are individuals. 


Will you remember, too, as I tell you the prayer of Matthew Maury, 
that we, too, shall live our lives day by day and hour by hour, and 
we will indeed give ourselves to the study of detail of one of the great 
powers of life that God has given us, so that we may be worthy there- 
fore, in His service, not only in the larger things but in the details 
that make up those larger things, 


When he returned from that cruise, he spent more of his time, 
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So I give you in conclusion the prayer of Matthew Fontaine Maury: 


0 Lord our God help us to make the best use of our lives in 
our advancing years. 


Help us to give each day, hour and each minute all that Thou 
wouldst have us to give. 


Help us increasingly to help others; to know them, to love 
them and to serve our country and our God. 


Grant indeed that as we grow in years we may grow in Grace. 
And to Thy Name be all Honor and Glory. Amen,’
